until 


American prisoners are actually de- 
livered out of Russia. 
Gorky's reply to Hoover's message, 


dated London follows: 


"Riga, transmits the following from 


Maxim. Gorky, presented by represen- 
tative soviet government in Latva. 


"July 28, I have transmitted your 


proposal to the soviet government 
seeing that the soviet 
government 


alone can discuss the conditions there- 
in. 
I_ have received from the soviet 


government the following reply for 
transmission to you. 


Accept Proposal 
" 'The Russian government has ac- 


quainted itself with the proposal of 
Mr. Hoover, made in tie name of the 
American relief 
administration 
and 


finds the proposal quite acceptable as 
to a basis including the re-lease of the 
American 
prisoners. 
The

Colby, Wis.—Another mystery was 


added to the many surrounding the 
death of John Demmer, tenant on the 
Fred Kolze "mystery farm" in Cook 
county, Illinois, Monday when it was 
discovered the headstone marking the 
grave in the country cemetery here 
had been removed to the side of the 
cemetery lot. 


Records of the cemetery are vague 


as to the location of the grave and 
Chicago officials, to arrive here today 
to exhume the body, buried eight 
years ago, may have difficulty in lo- 
cating the grave. 


Demmer's body is to be exhumed by 


orders of Coroner Peter Hoffman of 
Chicago who believed Demmer died 
from arsenic poisoning. 


Investigation of an alleged poison 


plot followed the death of Fred Kolze 
in June in Cook county. Exhumation 
of the body showed quantities of ar- 
senic had been administered to him. 
The body of his wife, Etta, was ex- 
humed and the cause of death deter- 
mined as arsenic poisoning. Coroner 
Hoffman believed, he said, Demmer's 
body will show the cause of his death 
to bo from arsenic, 


Mrs. 
Frieda Demmer, widow of John 


Demmer and housekeeper for Kolze, is 
to be questioned by the state's attor- 
ney's office in Cook county relative to 
the three deaths, it was announced by 
officials. 


Trotsky Urges War 


Berlin.—War on Poland and 
the 


rest of Europe to escape tho famine 
is urged by the soviet war minister, 
Leon Trotsky, according to Russian 
dispatches received here Monday. 


Tho messages said Trotsky in public 


speeches advanced the idea that war 
would compel other European coun 
tries to furnish food. 


Trotsky declared that the fear of 


war in Europe's present condition 
would compel other countries to re- 
lievo the famine district by donating 
supplies, the report said. 


While the famine continued unabat- 


ed today and thousands wore dying, 
the plague situation was emphasized 
in reports received here. Both cholera 
find typhus were said to be, spreading 
among the weakened drought victims.

GERMANY PAYS WAR DEBT 


Noted Chief of Police During 


Matewan Mine War Is Killed 
After Emptying Revolver at 
Hostile Crowd in West Vir- 
ginia Town.

panion, and was

draw" as Hatfield made a move to 
reach for his revolver. 


Hatfield and Chambers with 15 oth- 


er union mine workers from Mingo 
county went to Welch early Monday 
to answer to an indictment charging 
them with shooting up the town of 
Mohawk last year. 


They were arrested in Matewan last 


week by Sheriff Bill Hatfield of Mc- 
Donald county and brought to the 
jail here for safe keeping. 


When the Mingo county men reach- 


ed Welch they met Lively and a num- 
of his sympathizers. A hot argument 
led to a bullet battle. Shooting from 
the steps of the county courthouse 
here, Hatfield and Chambers are re- 
ported to have emptied their brace of 
revolvers. Others on their side also 
engaged in the skirmish. 


With their revolvers emptied they 


were easy victims for the hostile shots 
and Chambers and Hatfield were both 
filled with bullets, the 
report here 


said. 


Following the. fray, Lively and four 


others were placed under arrest and 
charges of murder preferred. 


Believe Increase In Taxes 


Will Result In Price Cuts 


Washington, P. C.—A plan to use 


the taxing power of the federal gov- 
ornment to force down the prices of 
articles which have remained high, 
while the cost- of raw materials and 
other commodities have taken a big 
drop, is being ronsidered by the house 
ways and means committee in revis- 
ing the revenue laws of the govern- 
ment, Chairman Ferdryjy said Monday. 


The proposal is by a rather indirect 


method to incro.a.'V! tho tax rates on 
tho socaDed luxurws. At present, un- 
der tha luxury tax section, only the 
cost of an article above a certain fig- 
ure—generally considered a fair av- 
erage price—is taxed. Under the new 
plan as outlined by Fordney any ar- 
ticle that sells above a fair average 
price would bo taxed on the entire sel- 
ling pricv;. and not just the amount 
above the fair level. 


"For instance." said Fordney, "sup- 


pose it was determined that the max- 
imum price the average man needs to 
pay for a pair of shoes is 58. Under 
present law if a dealer charges $10, 
the tax applies only on $2. Under the 
new plan which the committee is con- 
sidering the tax would apply on $10 at 
about the same rate as now applies to 
$2. 


"The plan would have the effect of 


forcing down the price of. many ar- 
ticles which have remained on a high 
perch despite the fact • that the new 
materials 
that go into them have 


shown declines. People who can pay 
extravagant prices for various articles 
not be hurt much by the tax." 


Fordney said the new plan is being 


usad in Canada, and that he has writ- 
ten Canadian 
officials to determine 


how successful it has been there.

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LEGALIZING RAILROAD MERGERS 
Mr. Robert S. Lovett. chairman of the 


Union Pacific's board of directors, points 
out in the •'Council Table" section of the 
August World's Work the futility of the 
great transportation act passed by con- 
gress in February. 1920, which author- 
ized the interstate commerce commission 
to prepare a plan for the consolidation of 
the railways of the United States into a 
limited number of systems." This act en- 
ables the commission to set aside the Sher- 
man anti-trust law 
and permit, encour- 


age or force consolidation of existing lines. 


Offhand afld on the face of it. consider- 


ing the part consolidation has bad in de- 
veloping the great systems of the present 
day, a railroad head like Mr. Lovett would 
be expsc-ted to welcome legislation making 
possible further mergers of a type not 
dreamed of since 1890. when the Sher- 
man law was passed. 
He is. 
however, 


totally opposed, both from the viewpoint 
of the railroad man and of the citizen. 
He shows that the law's effect if carried 
Cut will be to force a well-located, wisely- 
planned and constructed, 
and econom- 


ically operated road to alter its rates and 
its returns to conform with those of a for- 
merly competing line which was unwisely 
located and built without economic fore- 
sight. 
"The natural effect of the object 


thus sought.^' he writes, ''would seem to 
be to lower the standard of credit, and 
therefore of service, of the strong lines 
a.nd raise the standard of the weak to a 
common level.'' 


After her experience with government 


operation America 
is pretty firmly con- 


vinced that she does not care for that kind 
of interference again. 
It is evident the 


larger and more efficient roads, if Mr. Lo- 
vett's view is typical, will not voluntarily 
consolidate. Forced consolidation through 
purchase of the entire railroad system of 


' the country by the government, followed 


by re-organization and resale into private 
hands, presents difficulties which arise 
not only from the practical problems of 
values and of securing investors at the 
end of the experiment but from the tem- 
per of the American people, which is be- 
coming more and more impatient of sug- 
gestions of a throttle on the competitive 
system. 


NORTHCLIFFE'S LOST DINNER 


Lord Xorthcliffe will not get to dine in 


the British embassy at Washington with 
his old friend, Sir Auckland Geddes. He 
has made the social error—social, mind 
you—of a political attack on the persons 
now in power in the British government, 
through the columns of his paper, the Lon- 
don Times. 


An editorial in that paper said that Lord 


Curzon. foreign secretary, wasn't fitted 
for the job of representing England at Mr. 
Harding's conference on disarmament. So 
far did editorial frankness extend that 
Lord Curzon "s "pompous and pretentious 
manner and incapacity for business'' were 
cited as good reasons why he would make 
a poor negotiator. 
David Lloyd-George 


was also opposed for the place. Just as 
Robert Lansing said in his book, and as 
many an observer both American and Eu- 
ropean said for himself, the editorial de- 
clared that Lloyd-George, 
particularly 


because of his peace conference methods, 
was the most distrusted of all statesmen 
in Europe. 


So the Times gets cut off from some of 


its favored news sources by the govern- 
ment for a piece of courageous journalism 
•which would have won applause if dupli- 
cated by any American newspaper. And 
Northcliffc's 
invitations 
to dine in his 


country's embassy are summarily with- 
drawn though it is probable that his 


• American admirers will see to it that he 
is under no necessity of repairing to the 
Baltimore lunch. 


"You see their fear of an on-sweeping 


democracy in their social treatment of 
party opponents," said Walter Page in 
one of his letters to President 
Wilson 


while se.rving as American ambassador in 


London. 
At heart—and Northcliffe has 


usually spoken from England's heart—the 
British empire is a democracy. 
But no 


event in recent years has proved so well 
as this-broken dinner date the need of 
scratching off the 
wholly undemocratic 


surface.

When the knights of the white-robed 


Klan swept into 
the conclave glade in 


"The Birth of a Nation" we paid our tri- 
bute to a genuine sensation; but probably 
little of this pleasant, 'thrill was the por- 
tion vof the woman who was tarred and 
feathered at Tenaha. Tex., or of the num- 
erous victims of an ignorant and lawless 
terrorism which has recently made a swe'ep 
of the extreme south, and in which there 
is no hint of chivalry. 


The recent revival of the Ku Klux Klan 


by a Georgia idealist was to have been, at 
least in the language of its heralding, "a 
great American movement.'' The adver- 
tised fire upon the altar was soon found 
to 
be 
fiction, 
however, 
and 
the 


whole scheme merely the cloak for an- 
other manifestation 
of the mob spirit 


which is at the bottom o'f lynching bees 
and tar-and-featherings anywhere. 
The, 


secret organization, no matter how ideal 
its beginnings, quickly became merely an 
instrument for satisfying personal hatreds 
and prejudices. 
It stands as 
another 


proof of the sure trend of affairs when the 
old American ideal of "a government of 
laws and not of men" is thrown in the 
discard. 


The Texas legislature, now in special 


session, is to consider a resolution to in- 
vestigate the activities of the Klan. Ok- 
lahoma City. Okla.. reports a campaign 
to rehabilitate the city police by weeding 
out the Klan members who, it is claimed, 
form 50 per cent of the force. These are 
starters, but a more drastic antidote is 
evidently due for prescription. It is time 
the sordid, cowardly nature of the white 
sheet movement in the south be set forth 
so clearly that it can have no defenders 
with anv claim to manhood. 


A POSTPONED BILL 


The country will be glad to know that 


the President desires the tax bill to be en- 
acted in advance of the Fordney tariff 
bill, and that senate leaders have planned 
to hold the tariff bill in committee until 
the tax measure is out of the way. 
The 


result will be to-leave the Fordney meas- 
ure subject to indefinite delay. The more 
"indefinite" the delay the better will the 
country be satisfied. It was a great mis- 
take, both from the point of view of states- 
manship and of partisan politics, to push 
the tariff question to the front. In the first 
place, there is. as has been made clear, no 
general demand for tariff legislation, and 
there was no interest in the subject until it 
had been stirred up by the effort to put 
through such a dangerous bill as that 
which bears the Fordney name. 
In the 


second place, there could, as was recog- 
nized in the Republican platform last year, 
be no worse tune for tariff legislation than 
the present. For with conditions as un- 
settled as they are it is impossible to en- 
act any tariff that may not. as Senator 
Watson said, 
become 
obsolete 
in six 


months. And in the third place, the push- 
ing of this business is almost certain to 
cause serious differences, and perhaps a 
split in the majority party. The best thing 
to do with the bill is to allow it to slumber 
quietly in the senate finance committee. If 
the slumber is never disturbed, the coun- 
try will be the gainer.

QUESTIONS AM) ANSWERS. 


Hives. 


I am a victim of hives. What will prevent hives? 


What will relieve an attack? (H. K. H.) 


Answer—Urticaria (hives) is a skin reaction pro- 


duced by many different causes in different Individ' 
uals. such as the use of certain drugs like quinine, 
acetly salicylic acid ("aspirin"), turpentine, arsenic, 
senna, cubebs, etc.; certain foods to which the in- 
dividual is sensitized, such as strawberries, mush- 
rooms, lobster, honey, cheese^cucumbers, sometimes 
even eggs; the presence of intestinal parasites; itch 
mites; body lice, and the bites of insects in some per- 
sons. One susceptible to any such irritant will suf- 
fer an attack from trifling exposure, as from eating 
a bit of cake in which egg is present, or taking a 
laxative in which senna is present, or nibbling at a 
strawberry- Obviously prevention is a problem for 
study in each individual case. For relief, a brisk 
cathartic such as a bottle of solution of citrate of 
magnesium may be taken, or a seidlitz powder mxied 
up with an additional teaapoonful or two of salts. A 
short fast, or a diet limited to bread or crackers, 
milk and rice for a few days 
A bathing now and 


then with tepid water in a basin of which a handful 
of saleratus is dissolved; or a few spoonfuls of house- 
hold ammonia in a basin of water, or a handful of 
oatmeal in the basin. Following this, dry the, skin 
by pressing gently with a towel, and powder freely 
with cornstarch powder. For excessive itching this 
lotion is grateful: 


Powdered calamlne 
1 dram 


Powdered zinc oxide 
2 drams 


Glycerin 
1 ounce 


Lime water 
2 ounces 


Five per cent phenol solution .... 1 ounce 
Ro&e water 
2 ounces 


Plain water, enough to make 
8 ounces , 


Shake this mixture well and apply as often as de 


sired for itching, by sopping on with the fingers 
without rubbing. Some persons prefer a powder 
consisting of: 


Camphor 
2 drams 


Zinc oxide 
6 drams 


Corn starch 
1% ounces 


This is dusted over the hives as often as desired 


It should be remembered that hives are like enor 
rnous mosquito bites or welts raised on the skin 
coming and going abruptly even while you watch 
them.

Honor Poet Of The West

Washington, O. C.—Joaquin Miller, 
he picturesque" poet of the west, is 
o be immortalized in Washington— 


so tar as a bronze 
bust unveiled with 
speeches and 
songs 
can 
im- 


mortalize a man. 


A good 
many 


people have come 
to regard Joaquin 
Miller as one of 
t h e greatest 
American 
poets. 


Th« British 
ac- 


claimed 
him as 


such during his 
lifetime, 
perhaps 


because they read 
his poetry before 
they became ac- 
quainted with the 
man. 
Over here, 
Has kin 


attention was arrested by the sensa- 
ional facts that he Jiked to live alone 
n a cabin in the mountains; that he 
preferred to build the sabin himself; 
hat he wore a long beard like that 
of Moses in the famous Michael An- 
gelo painting, and that he wore it be- 
cause he admired Moses and the paint- 
ng; that he attended a reception in 
England in overalls. These and many 
other bizarre tales Americans heard 
about Joaquin Miller, and his poetry 
became for most people only another 
manifestation of a strange personality 
such as his addiction to top boots. 


Like Walt Whitman 
and 
other 


strongly individualistic poets, Miller 
vill probably always be a subject of 
controversy. 
But 
California, 
his 


adopted state, has begun to realize 
hat Joaquin Miller understood, bet- 
er perhaps than any other poet, the 
beauty, terror and romance of the pi- 
oneer west, and that the record pre- 
served in his poems is a valuable hen- 
age. 


The California Society in Washing- 


ion paid tribute to Joaquin eight years 
ago, when the poet was still alive, 
when it had one of his log 
cabins 


placed in Rock Creek Park with ap- 
propriate ceremony. 


This cabin Joaquin had built when 


le spent some time in the Capital on 
iis return from Europe. 
He located 


i spot in a sufficiently rustic'corner 
of the city, and made his cabin of 
stones left over from the Washington 
Monument and timber from Rock 
Creek Park. After he left this resi- 
dence for his Califomian 
mountain 


home, the section around the cabin 
was built up into city squares, and as 
Joaquin was always associated with 
nature unimproved, the California So- 
ciety arranged to 
have 
the cabin 


placed in a clearing by Rock Creek. 


Here the bust of the poet is to be 


placed. Gertrude Boyle, the sculptor 
who *ias modeled the heads of John 
Muir, Luther Burbank, 
and 
other 


famous westeners. is the only person 
who ever modeled Joaquin while he 
was alive. 


She has three studies of him, one 


of which she is to have cast in bronze 
for the memorial. 


Miss Boyle, who has Just been In 


Washington to see the place where 
the memorial is to be located, told the 
writer how she went to Joaquin's Cal- 
ifornia mountain retreat 
on "The 


Heights" overlooking Oakland. She 
went to model him, but he urged her 
to make a bust of his mother at once. 
He seemed so impatient to have his 
mother modeled that Miss Boyle set- 
tled down in one of the mountain ca- 
bins nearby And went to work, anc 
the bust was completed just before 
Mrs. Miller died. 


Then, the sculptor stayed on in the 


little colony of artists, writers, and 
people who, wanting quiet, had col- 
lected in the half dozen cabins near 
the poet. For eight years she stayed 
and during that time she had ample 
opportunity to study and model him 


Typical Outdoor Statue 


The bust, which is to be placed in 


the National Capital shows the poet in 
tho familiar sombrero hat with his 
flowing beard and keen eyes. 
The 


lines of a coat over one shoulder are 
suggested to represent the elk's hide 
coat he often wore slung 
over his 


shoulders. The face is a careful like- 
ness. Aside from that the bust gives 
the impression of rough, simply cut 
lines. It is typically an outdoor sta- 
tue, 
heroic in size, and most impres- 


sive from a short distance. Miss Boyle 
says she tried to make her statue sug- 
gestive of the elemental outdoor type 
of man that Jcaquin was. 


He never posed for Miss Boyle con- 


sciously. 
They talked and read to- 


ether—at one period she read the en- 
;ire Bible aloud to him. Once she saw 
him fighting a forest fire that men- 
aced his little colony. 
"He was so intensely eager and de- 


termined as he worked that day" erne 
says. 
"I watched him closely and 


:ried to put something of this force 
and vitality that I saw in his face in- 
to the bust." 
The sculptor saw him In entirely 


different mood when he 
entertained 


steady stream of visitors. 
He 


would throw on his elk's hide coat^or 
a fur skin around his shoulders and 
?ut on an Indian headdress or some 
>f his other curious souvenirs 
and 


stand in front of his cabin to greet 
strangers and admirers who came to 
pay their respects or to satisfy their 
:uriosity. 


"They expect me to look unusual, 


and I won't disappoint 
them," he 


would sa5' laughingly to his friends 
when they inquired why "he went to 
the trouble of "dressing up." 


Sometimes he would further enter- 


tain a sensation seeker by a joke in 
which he particularly delighted. If it 
was a hot dry day he would say that 
he was going in to pray to the rain 
god for rain, and into a chapel-like 
room of his cabin he would lead the 
wondering visitor. 
Then he" would 


mournfully chant an Indian song or 
prayer with weird gestures. Soon the 
sound of rain could be clearly heard 
on the tin roof, and Miller would an- 
nounce that the rain god had answer 
ed him. Dramatically he would throw 
open the door to show the rain pour- 
ing down among the cherry trees be- 
fore the house. 


How He Made Rain 


The rain was always of brief dura- 


tion because it was produced by a 
spout arrangement similar to the rain 
storms produced ia the movies. One 
of Miller's characteristics was to keep 
bis head always covered. 


"I wanted to make a bust showing 


the magnificent dome of his 
fore- 


head," says Miss Boyle, "but he al- 
ways wore a broad brimmed hat, or a 
cap or some sort of headdress. In the 
house he generally wore odd silk caps 
which his daughter, Juanita, 
made 


and sent to him. 


"Eventually I did model his head 


uncovered. But when he saw it. he 
objected strongly to the bald effect 
and finally I added a lock of hair to 
please him." 


The base of the memorial bust Miss 


Boyle expects to make of stones from 
Rock Creek. Joaquin used to collect 
stones and cement them together to 
make monuments to his favorite char- 
acters—Moses, Browning, Fremont 
the pioneer, and others. The pedes 
tal of the bust is to resemble these 
monuments which seemed to mean so 
much to him. 


One of them he built for a funera 


pyre for himself. But the use of il 
was regarded as impractical, and 
when he died his body was cremated 
in Oakland, then the ashes were scat 
tered from the ridge at his cabin. On 
this pyre, Gertrude Boyle hopes some 
day to place a bust of the poet as a 
memorial at his real home. 


The bust in Rock Creek Park wil 


be deep in the park, but near the roac 
along which many automobiles and 
some pedestrians pass. Close to the 
stream, near the cabin, there is a rus 
tic table which Miss Boyle says is 
very like one near the California cab 
in. Here picnic parties come regular 
ly through the summer months. 


Rock Creek Park is a favorite drive 


of motorists in Washington. 
Every 


evening a steady stream of cars winds 
in and out along the miles of road cu 
through the woodland. The bust of 
Joaquin Miller will be the first statue 
to be placed in the park, and it will bi 
more conspicuous and attract more in 
terest there than it would in Statuary 
Hal] of the Capitol or in one of the 
small city parks. 


Tributes to Joaquin Miller are now 


taken as a matter of course. Unfor 
tunately, most of them have come jus 
a few years too late for him to hav< 
had the satisfaction of knowing hi; 
work was appreciated by his own peo 
pie. 


He felt deeply the tribute of the Cal 


ifornia Society, when his cabin was 
placed in Rock Creek Park, and h 
doubtless would have 
been 
doubly 


happy if he could have known that 
his statue was to be added to the mem- 


I orial.

YOUR TEETH 


Do It Now 


By Rea P. McGe6, Md., D. D. S. 
It is very encouraging to think that 


"it is never too late to mend," but 
when mending is postponed too long 
there is nothing left but repair. 


The best way to avoid damage is to 


take care in the first place. If a child 
is taught to take care of his baby 
teeth from infancy, those teeth will 
do their work and give comfort, health 
and beauty. 


The teeth, the gums, the tongue and 


and 
the 
cheeks 
of every 
child, 


should he brushed thoroughly twice 
each day. 


Every child should have its own 


brush and a can of good tooth paste. 


The brush must be kept very clean. 


When the teeth are to be washed, the 
brush should be wet in running water 
and the paste or powder placed on the 
the brush,. 


Then the chewing surface of the 


teeth should be thoroughly brushed, 
both above and below. 


Wet the brush again and brush 


thoroughly the lingual or tongue side 
of the teeth. 


First, scrub them well with a cir- 


cular movement, then place the brush 
straight to the chewing surface, pay- 
ing particular attention to cleansing 
the spaces between the teeth. 


Repeat this on the labial, or outside, 


surface of the teeth, using plenty of 
water and dentifrice. 


After these movements have been 


completed, brush the inside of tho 
cheeks and lips, then the gums and 
finally tho tongue. 


Rinse the mouth with clean water
